DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Election/Restrictions 

In view of Applicant's election without traverse of Species I of the Group I invention 
(claims 1, 3 and new claims 25 and 26) in the reply filed on 04/20/2006, claims 8-1 1, 14-16, 20 
and 21 stand withdrawn from further consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to 
non-elected inventions and species, there being no (allowable) generic or linking claim(s). 

Claims 2, 4-7, 12, 13, 17-19 and 22-24 have been canceled. 

Claims 1, 3, 25 and 26 remain for consideration by the Examiner. 

Objections to the Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. The drawings do not show the "front surface" as 
being ''shaped as a concave shape " as specifically recited in claim 1, line 7. The drawings 
(Figures 1,3,5 and 8) only show the front surface 1 1 as being convex-shaped. Therefore, the 
claimed "concave shape" of the "front surface" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

The drawings are fiirther objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) and 37 
CFR 1.83(a), 608.02(d), MPEP, because they do not include the following reference signs(s) and 
elements or details mentioned in the description: 
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The numeral "28" (referred to in page 5, line 7 of the latest "Clean Version" of the 
specification) is not shown in Fig. 2 of the drawing. 

Specification Objections 
The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

The specification fails to provide proper support or antecedent basis for the recitations 
(claim 1, line 7) that the front surface 1 1 "is shaped as a concave shape " 
with "radius ranges from 4 to 16 feet*' (claim 3, line 2), and with ''radius ranges from 7 to 9 
feet'' (claims 25 and 26). The specification (page 4) refers to the surface 1 1 only as "a curved 
front surface." However, it is noted that the original disclosure, i.e., in original claims 3, 5, 10 
and 11, provides support for the "concave" and "convex" shaped curved surface 1 1 as having 
"radius ranges from 2 to 24 feet." 

The specification further fails to provide proper support or antecedent basis for the 
recitation in claim 26, line 4, that the "clamping mechanism" is "located at a distance furthest 
from the ground. " 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 1, 3, 25 and 26 are allowed subject to the formal matters noted above being 
corrected.
